The most infamous crime in the annals of Pickaway-co, 


the atrocious murder of John Kidney, 75, Monroe-twp black- 
smith and farmer, the beating of his invalid sister, Sarah 
Kidney, 70, and'the robbery of the Kidney home of $446, the- 
lite-savings of the couple, was confessed in the Pickaway-co 
jail early Friday by three Columbus negroes and a Columbus 
white man, allegedly the instigator of the dastardly crime. 
Another Columbus negro, named by his cohorts-in-crime as 
the man who struck ihe blows whieh killed-the aged man, 
would not admit any complicity in the crime although the con- 
fessions of the others named yhim as the actual murderer, all Pickaway-co. are

England In the days of Good yueen 
Bess, when a young roast pig, with 
a big red apple in its mouth and 
laurel leaves on its head, was the 
most festive thing on the festive 
Christmas board. Why not, then,' 
now, give the old tradition an eco- 
nomical twist and serve a shoulder 
of pig ? A shoulder roast, with ap- 
ple stuffing? Or, if preferred, a 
roast with savory stuffing, served 
in a ring of apples 
baked to a 


juicy brown? 


This has been done for a family 


of five in Washington at a cost of 
not more than 53 cents for the 
meat, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
In fact, the 53-cent 


shoulder made two meals. As veg- 
etables for this Christmas dinner, 
the bureau suggests sweetpotatoes 
baked in their skins and five-min- 
ute cabbage; or hominy and boil- 
ed onions; 
or Irish 
potatoes

kale or

ness of the pork. 
The gravy is 


rich and the vegetables are cooked 
just long enough to be tender, but 
still firm. The Christmas pudding 
is sweet and fruity as a Christmas 
dessert should be. But it is a good 
dinner also because it is a well- 
balanced meal, with minerals and 
vitamins, proteins, fats, starch and 
sugar—all the kinds of foods that 
are necessary to good health, in 
good proportion 
and 
sufficient 


quantity. 


As to the cost, that is kept down' 


by selecting foods which are both, 
tasty and nutritious 
as well^ as' 


cheap. Shoulder of pork at prices j 
ranging at 12 to 17 cents a pound,' 
bread for stuffing at 5 to 7 cents, 
apples at 2 1-2 to 5 cents a pound. 
The vegetables all represent plen- 
tiful crops, selling at a low figure 
in all the markets. 
And all the 


materials for the suet pudding are 
inexpensive. 


RECIPES 


Roast Stuffed Pork Shoulder 
Have the butcher skin a trim-j 


med, fresh, picnic shoulder of me- 
dium to large size and remove the 
bones. Wipe the 
meat with a 


damp cloth. Lay the boned shoul- 
der, fat side down, and carefully 
cut a few gashes in the parts 
where the meat is thickest so that 
it will hold more stuffing Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Pile in some 
of the hot stufrmg, begin to sew 
the edges of the snoulder together 
to form a pocket, and gradually j 
work in the rest of the stuffing not i 
packing it, but putting in lightly! 
as much as the shoulder wiB hold. 
The recipe for stuffing given below 
makes the right quantity for a 3 
to 4 pound shoulder; for a larger 
shoulder make the stuffing on the 
basis of 3 cups of bread crumbs) 
and increase the other ingredients! 
proportionately. Rub the outside: 
of the stuffed shoulder with salt,} 
pepper, and flour. Place the roast \ 
on a rack in an open pan without 
i.vater. Sear the meat for 30 min- 
utes, or until lightly browned in a 
hot oven (480 deg. F.).. Then re-j 
duce the oven temperature rapidly i 
to very moderate heat (300 deg. to! 
325 deg. F.). and continue roast-i 
ing at this temperature until the 
meat is tender 
A 4-pound shoul- 


der will require about three and 
one-half hours to cook when these { 
oven temperatures are used 
' 


Savory Stuffing 


2 cups flne dry bread crumbs. 
1-4 cup chopped celery. 
2 tablespoons fat. 
1 tablespoon chopped onion. 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley. 
1-8 teaspoon, celery seed. 
1-4 teaspoon savory seasoning. 
3-4 teaspoon salt. 
1-8 teaspoon pepper. 
Melt the fat in a skillet, add the 


celerj. onion ,and parsley, and cook 
for a few minutes. Then add the 
bread crumbs and other seasonings 
and stir until well mixed and hot. 


Apple Stuffing 


1-4 cup diced salt pork. 
1-2 cup chopped celery. 
1-8 cup cropped onion. 
1-4 cup chopped parsley.. 
5 tart apples diced. 
1-2 cup sugar. 
1 cup fine dry bread crumbs. 
3-4 teaspoon salt. 
Pepper. 
Fry the salt pork until cxlsp, 


and remove the pieces from the 
skillet. 
Cook the celery, onion, 


and parsley'in the fat for a few 
minutes and remove them. Put the 
apples into the 
skillet, sprinkle 


with sugar, cover, and cook until 
tender, then remove the lid and 
continue to cook until the juice 
evaporates and the pieces of apple 
are candied. Mix with the apples, 
the bread crumbs, crisp salt pork, 
cooked vegetables, salt and pepper. 
Use the stuffing while it is hot. 


Five-Minute Cabbage 


2 cups milk. 


I 1-2 quarts shredded cabbage. 
1 cup top milk. 
3 tablespoons flour. 
3 tablespoons melted butter, or 


other fat. 


Salt. 
Pepper. 
Heat the milk and cook the cab- 


bage in it for 2 minutes. Add the 
cup of top milk, the blended flour 
and fat, and the seasonings, cook 
rapidly for 3 or 4 minutes, and stir 
constantly. The cabbage, retains 
its crispness and 
is delicate 
in 


flavor. 


Tomato Jelly Salad 


3 tablespoons' gelatin. 
1-2 cup cold water. 
1 quart canned tomatoes. 
2 or 3 slices onion. 
1 1-2 teaspoons salt. 
1 teaspoon sugar. 
• 


Soak the gelatin in the cold wa- j 


ter for 5 minutes. Boil the toma- 
toes and onion 
for 
5 minutes, 
strain through a fine sieve, pour 
the hot tomato juice over the soft- 
ened gelatin, and stir until it is 
dissolved. Add the salt and sugar 
and chill. If the mixture is riot 
tart enough, 
add a little lemon 


juice or vinegar. xPour into "wet 
custard cups and place in a cold 
place until set, turn out on crisp 
lettuce leaves, and serve -with or 
without salad dressing. 


Suet Pudding 


1 cup flour. 
1 teaspoon baking powder. t 
1-2 teaspoon salt. 
1 1-2 teaspoons mixed spice. 
1-4 cup sugar. 
1 cup chopped suet. 
1-2 cup milk. 
1-2 package seeded raisins. 
Sift the dry ingredients, 
then 


add the suet. Mix well, using the 
finger tips. Stir in the milk, _and 
add the raisins. Put the mixture 
into a well-greased mold (a large 
baking-powder tin will do), filling 
it three-quarters full.
